We made our first 
record, In Search of Manny, basically on 
samplers. We had two or three songs that 
were live and we had just brought in 
Vivian and Kate and we decided to start a 
band. | 


Off: What are your influences? 

Jill: We all love every type of music so its 
kind of a mish-mosh. We’re into bands 
from England like The Slits. The 
Raincoats, a funk band in New York 
called E.S.G., Blondie, Liquid Liquid, 
experimental funk groups. 


Off: We were wondering how you 
hooked up with producer Daniel Lanois 
(U2, Brian Eno). 

Jill: We met him through the president of 
Capitol Records. He kept stressing that 
he’s an artist, and it was the first time we 
ever used a big name producer because 
we had always produced ourselves. 


Off: How are you dealing with being 
more popular in the mainstream? Has

Paranoia quickly set in soon after the flood because | 
felt that it was all too good to be true. | feared | was 
getting jobs ONLY because | am a woman; | feared | was CDs. 
getting jobs regardless of what tracks | chose to play, 
regardless of my mixing style, technique, and energy 
presence. Being a female was a novelty a year ago. | 
knew of other women on the island at the time who spun 
vinyl. Some are my close friends. They had no intention of 
spinning publicly, though. | had a strange reaction to 
their unwillingness to go public—! was infuriated. | did 
not want to be the only girl DJ. | wanted to be “Sabrina” 
or “Space Monkey” or “one of those ambient DJs” or 
“one of those trance DJs.” This year, the Vancouver Island 
Female DJ World received Lori as a new member and | am 
hearing the bass drones of more ladies on their way to 
trimming their nails and playing the platters. 

As for hardships in the biz, I've encountered more 
flack for being a digi-DJ than for being a female D). 
Once, while setting up at the Club-to-go-nameless, | was 
chatting with my friend Shawn. Even though | was the 
only person hooking up equipment, Mr. Nameless 
Soundguy approached my male friend just standing 
beside me and explained to him what to look for on 
the mixer so as not to blow the amp. My friend just 
nodded and smiled, thanked him, and stood baffled 
while | almost peed myself with frustration. | would 
- think that by setting up DJ'ing equipment | would 
appear to be a DJ, perhaps even owner of the 
equipment. Yes? Well Mr. Nameless Soundguy 
had apparently never had the good fortune to 
be struck by such a theory. Assuming that DJs are 
“male, the soundguy approached Shawn as if he 
“were the DJ - a rare occasion where I've felt 
brushed aside in the midst of men and 


On the digital front, the consensus is that 
pitchable CD players are a cheating device for 
DJs. Popular belief is that it’s easier to beatmix 
on CD than on vinyl. My defense: CD or vinyl, 
neither is easier than the other, just different.

essence of communication is achieved in my set, then | 
have played a set that | am proud of. This communication 
is a two-way street of course; when | am receiving any 
intense emotion from the crowd, then | am directed 
musically to an extent where | am no longer worried and 
calculative about what track to mix in next, and with 
what and when and how because I’m set on a path and in 
tune with the people around me. . 

Returning to the CD/vinyl issue, | feel that my medium 
of digitalia is a buffer against any condescension about 
my gender. It is as if all the DJs on the island were playing 
a game. The vinyl-users are playing soccer and I’m playing 
lacrosse. How can soccer players criticize a lacrosse 
player? When it comes down to the actual techniques 
involved intacrosse such as cradling, a soccer player has 
no place to criticize that which he or she has no 
intellectual grasp of. Likewise for the lacrosse player. So, 
I'm simply playing a different game from the vinyl-users. 
Some DJs revere me for my sole use of CDs and others 
scoff. Some treat me as a fellow DJ and others won't let 
me set up the sound system. 

Ideas for the future include covering every square inch 
of my abode with digital equipment and techno toys so 
that | may sleep to their hum and buzz, so that | may 
awaken each day to their soft green LED glow. Even 
further into the future | would like to encase myself in 
CDs and design a device, a laser to read the discs, thus 
playing the discs.

ae Mowatt, hailed as the ‘Queen of Reggae’ for more 
than twenty years, continues to sing her socially 
conscious messages through her music. Her achievements 
include two awards in 1986 as ‘Best Female Vocalist’ at 
the International Reggae Awards in Chicago and the 
Small Axe Awards in Miami. She was also nominated for a 
Grammy that year for her Working Wonders LP. 

Having the opportunity to speak with Judy Mowatt 
when she was in Victoria:was a wish come true. Her 
strength of purpose and positive vibrations was a con- 
stant inspiration throughout our interview. When asked 
about her role in reggae music and its culture, she res- 
-ponded with conviction and love. 

“Queen of Reggae is a title that has been given to me. 
There are so many queens in reggae music. | see myself as 
a humble servant being chosen to fulfill the work that I’m 
administering to the people right now. | see myself as a 
humble ambassador traveling throughout Babylon, 
traveling throughout creation with a message that is 
cultural and a message that is strengthening and a 


_message that can console the hearts of not only the 


brothers, but mainly the sisters.” 

Judy Mowatt, Sister Carol and Sister Breeze were on 
the “First Annual Women in Reggae Tour” during the 
summer of 1993 when they arrived in Victoria, B.C. and 
performed at the now defunct Harpo’s. They played with 
the band, Anthem, and the overall tour consisted of 
performances in 23 cities in 28 days. Victoria’s reggae en- 
thusiasts were packed in the small venue and the night 
was filled with beauteous REQHONIES and peaceful, easy 
feelings. | 


Earlier that evening | asked Judy about her 


experiences being on tour with Sister Carol and Sister 


Breeze. “This tour is really getting alot of reviews and | 


find that people are really appreciating the work. What _ 


we are doing is transcending a healing vibration to the 
Earth because we are Mother Earth. We are mothers. So 
when three women come together and the message is 


not diverse and different then we are saying the same | 


thing. I’m sure that what we are transcending is going to 
connect. It is going to connect to the heart. It is a 
universal message - it is a love vibration.” 

Judy Mowatt was one of the I-Threes (the other 
women were Marcia Griffiths and Rita Marley), the back- 
up singers for Bob Marley. Bob Marley and the Wailers, 
along with the I-Threes helped launch reggae music to 
the international audience from 1974 to the year Bob 
died in 1981. | asked Judy, about her observations 
concerning the reggae music scene since Bob Marley 
passed on. 

“| saw music take a dive in the 1980’s. | mean message 
music was not really popular or prominent. | saw where 
the rhythms that were coming out of Jamaica were 
going. It was one album with one person singing 
different songs with the same rhythm. That went by. It 
was really difficult for us because people would think 
that we were dethroned by the DJs and the existing 
slackness. But it has taken a turnaround. | find that there 
is a great appreciation for singers again. When you go to 
the stage shows in Jamaica the singers are excelling. DJs 
come and they can do two or three numbers but the 
people want to hear the singers.” 

Judy Mowatt closed the interview with her ideas 
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regarding women working in the reggae music industry. 
“It’s not really easy. It wasn’t really easy for me. It took 
me so many years to get where | am today. | find that 
women are very patient. The most important thing is to 
have a focus on what you want. Don’t compromise your 
Standards as a woman. Sometimes | find that many 
women will settle for lower standards. Patience is the 
order of the day. Determination is an asset to any 
musician, especially a woman. Determination because it 
has been harder for us than for the brothers so we have 
to be determined to stick with it. To be convicted in what 
you are doing. If you are convicted then regardless of 
what you are encountering you know that you have to 
do what you have to do. As a woman we have to be 
patient, be willing to wait until our time comes even if it 
means you have to do something else to survive. 
Economic stability is really good for a woman, too. As for 
me | had to record myself to get this far. Nobody did it 
for me. If the message that you have is so.important then 
you have to take a stand. Go into the studio, record 
yourself, prompt yourself - get to a level where someone 
will step in and say, ‘Yes, | recognize what you are doing 
and | will take it from here.’” |

pee I've been disappointed at the lack of female 
performers at folk clubs. Then, one night, Saturday, 
February 8th at the Cowichan Folk Guild’s monthly 
coffeehouse, | heard an incredible variety of style and 
content from talented women in groups, duos and solo 
performances. I’m in Virgo Rising, a local female 
quartette and we were scheduled to. play that night, 
while the featured group was OBWA. We had heard 
them last summer at the Islands Folk Festival and we 
wanted to hear them again, and sing for a friendly folk 
audience. Virgo Rising does a variety of folk material with 
intricate harmonies and we felt that the contrast 
between our two groups would be tasty and stimulating. 


The evening began with Estrella, a duo from Victoria 


featuring Naomi Lester on harp and Yvonne Owens doing 
vocals. They played songs of adventure, courage and 
despair- the lilting melodies wound around a waterfall of 
notes from the harp. Traditional songs from the British 


Isles are the core of their material. Both women have 


performed in other groups in the area. 

Next was Susan Repath from Mill Bay performing solo, 
though | have-seen her perform with other women in 
Victoria. Over the years | have known.her, Susan has 
developed vocally and instrumentally, taking up harp in 
addition to her guitar.

The audience was asked to make up their own 
meaning for OBWA; the favourite suggestion was 
“Outrageous Bountiful Women in Action” and the 
winner scored a kazoo. How to describe this group made 
up of three music teachers and a nurse? With tapestries 
of images and sounds, and filigrees of harmony, OBWA is 
a feast for ears and hearts. They cover songs by a wide 
variety of sources, such as “Banish the Night” by Seattle’s 
Motherlode and “Shine My Life Like A Light,” by the 
Indigo Girls.

Look for us in local clubs and on 
the CFUV folk broadcasts 8-10am: Amanda on Monday, Jo 
on Tuesday, Wendy on alternating Wednesdays, Tracy on 
Fridays and Kari on alternating Saturdays.

irst heard Geri a few seasons back on Etudes, a fine ‘87 trio set.on Soul Note. On that 

date the Charlie Haden/Paul Motian rhythm section made a firm, springy counterpoint 
to Geri’s fearless excursions into entire rich handfuls of keyboard lore. The gentle balance 
of material (largely Motian-penned) and mesh of traditional and cutting-edge styles 
marked the disc as exceptional piano trio. Here on Maroons (1992) Geri leads a doubled 
trio (two trumpets, bass and drums) across a considerably eclectic terrain of (mostly) her 
own comps. Some of the most user-friendly avant music you ever put an ear to here; 
everything from the Plains-of-Saturn two-bass hit of “Two Brothers” through 
boogiewoogie, boiling afro-percussion, angular cutglass ivory musings on Monk, 
gorgeous trumpet hauntings, a bitesize slice of bass funk on “Brooklyn Bound ‘A’”...a 
virtual smorgasbord, served up with unfailing taste and balance. You really oughta hear 
this.

programming “Dr: Chu Chow,” “Curved Space,” and “African 
Aztec” to-spotlight Joanne’s highly polished spontaneous though 
clusters via Monk, Bud Powell (ref. “Glass Enclosure”), Tatum, etc. 
“Calling Carl” completes a quartet of fresh, dense comps as 
accessibly outside as anything you'd care to name. Lush, ringing 
takes on Rodgers/Hart and Kern-type standards like “Yesterdays” 
muse around the introspective vicinity of Bill Evans’ grave, but 
with non-heroin-oriented left hand and happier results.

Valternative Groove Fest/ Anti- Fashion 
Show 

Vertigo

he evening began when a 

representative from The Women Of 
Our People Native Women’s Sexual 
Assault Center took the stage and 
explained the aims of her organization 
and what specific programs were being 
funded through this event. The Native 
Women’s Sexual Assault Center is 
concerned with the confinement of 
Native women on reserves, where they 
cannot escape sexual abuse. The center 
provides these women with a supportive 
environment outside of reserves and is 
planning to use their share of funds 
raised at the Valternative Groove Fest for 
a healing retreat. Other groups 
benefitting from the event are the UVSS 
Women’s Center, The Lesbian Gay 
Bisexual Alliance and the Women of 
Colour Collective. 

The goals of the Anti-fashion show 
were to present alternative notions of 
beauty, showcase non-corporate and 
environmentally friendly fashion and 
provide a non-judgmental environment 
for people of all sexual persuasions. Local 
designers and clothing companies that 
operate on an intimate scale, such as Lara 
Daly, Jennifer Reid, Jenny Denrehyer, Ida 
Erickson, Leaky Eye and Anti-Halogen T- 
shirts, were highlighted as an alternative 
to corporations that mass produce 
clothing, exploit workers and stifle 
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individual expression through fashion. 
The organizers decision to feature the 
Beginner Sewers, a group of women who 
make their own clothes, was a 
particularly subversive move. These 
women sewed clothes to fit their bodies, 
rather than trying to fit their bodies into 
mass-produced clothing. It seemed that 
these women also focused on the 
practical aspects of clothing by making 
clothes that were comfortable and easy 
to move in. 

All too often the environmental issues 
surrounding clothing production are 
overlooked in favour of. social concerns. 
The decision to include hemp clothing 
from Sacred Herb showed the organizers 
of the anti-fashion show do not conform 
to a narrow critique of fashion. | did not 
know that 50% of all pesticides used are 
used on cotton crops; I’m glad | do now. 


| have never seen Kate Moss or 
Naomi Campbell display genuine love 
for their bodies in the same way as 
this woman. 


One of the more elating moments of 
the show for me was when a modell 
whom some might say was unattractive 
took the stage. She showed so much self- 
confidence and so much pride and love 
for her body that | was completely blown 
away. | realized that this kind of pride in 
and acceptance of one’s body is 
something very rare in our culture, 
especially in fashion culture. | have never 
seen Kate Moss or Naomi Campbell 
display genuine love for their bodies in 
the same way as this woman. Because 


fashion operates to make women feel 


insecure in their bodies, | doubt an image 
of a women loving her body, “flaws” and 
all, will ever appear in mainstream image 
culture. 

Jodi James, a local drag performer, did 
MC duties and his presence helped to 
deconstruct traditional notions of female 
beauty and identity. Jodi James is a man 
who transforms himself into a beautiful 
woman by applying make-up, dressing the 
part and adopting certain mannerisms 
assigned to the female sex. 

_ | was a little disappointed that the 
fashions and many of the models did not 
engage in challenging mainstream ideas 


about fashion and beauty. Most of the 


models were thin and attractive. Not that 


there is anything wrong with being thin 


and beautiful, but | would've preferred 
more diversity and individuality. Fashion 


traditionally objectifies models by ignoring 


their differences and identities as people; 
the model is sexualized without being 
sexual. In the anti-fashion show some of 
the models skipped around the stage and 
engaged in sex play. This may have been 
aimed at destroying the objectifying gaze 
by giving the models life, but in the end | 
felt like | was watching a play rather than 
a fashion show, and my voyeuristic gaze 
remained intact. | also would like to have 
seen more clothes that challenged the 
concerns of status and sexual desirability 
generated by the rigid structure of couture 
fashion. 

On a closing note, the straight white 
male sitting next to me repeatedly voiced 
his discomfort with the gender bending 
and anti-fashion in the audience. It seems 
he got a taste of what it’s like to be a 
minority.
